I have  inquired  with  the  Figueroa  BID  about  placing  another  garbage  can  mid-block.  They  indicated  that  they  would  place  one--but 
warned  that  a garbage  can  that  was  previously  there  was  consistently  filled  by  residents  with  their  household  garbage.  They 
couldn't  keep  up  with  servicing  it  before  it  overflowed  onto  the  street.  Please  keep  an  eye  out  and  let  me  know  if  the  behavior 
starts  again.
